delivery of the White Staff , and have caken che Oach 
tor thar Office before me in another place. The other 

His Majeſty: hath conterred on you by His Lerrers 
Pacents, under the Grear Seal , which I am to deliver 
your Locdihip , After you have been Sworn inco that 
Office in this Coxrt ; of which, by this Patenc, you are 
made a Chief Fudge. 

Kings are as Gods, and beſtow Honour, Riches, 
and Power where they pleaſe ; but 1n this They are 
as Men, that They can onely Chooſe, not Make a per- 
fon Adequate to their Imploymene : For if Their 
Chotle be meerly Favorr, nor Fitneſs, their Onn- 
potency 18 quickly teen chrough. Our Great Maſter 
hach cheretore cholen you, one He has had Experi- 
ence of thele many years, as a Member' of this 
Houle of Commons, which hath been fo fruicful a 
Nurſery of our Engliſh Miniſters and States-men. 
Beſides, your Lordthip was tome years ſince joyned 
with another very able and worthy Perſon in the 
Treaſury of the Nawy, and after. that managed ir 
alone: So that you have betore this been cruſted 
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with Three parts of Five of the Revenue of the
